[the house has passed the tariff bill as re- 
vised in conference by a vote of 210 to 
90. 
This measure is not in any sense a 


protective tariff. 
It is designed frankly 


it) enable its beneficiaries to raise prices. 
There is not an industry affected by the 
itariff which would not continue to do busi- 
ness profitably, without the duties as fixed 
toy this bill, so that whatever additional 
increase in price it affords will be addi- 
iional profit. 


This means a marked increase in the 


cost of living to every American citizen, 
.tut particularly to the man in moderate 
circumstances. It will be a tax on nu- 
merous necessities, some of which the 
j>oor will buy in greater abundance than 
£he well-to-do and it will also mean higher 
;taxes. How much higher taxes and pric- 
es no one can say with precision, but it 
will b'e considerable. 
The "Washington 


::bureau of the New York Herald, a Kepub- 
lican newspaper, has estimated that the 
new tariff "will add between $3.000.- 
•000.000 and -$3.500.000.000 a year to 
fthe cost of living." 
The farmer is ex- 


pected to benefit from this legislation, but 
,vre believe he will find that the duties le- 
Lvied against him will far more than offset 
iany possible price increase for his own

There is no guarantee, as a 


[matter of fact, that the prices of farm

cents a pound and 35 per cent to 45 cents 
(a pound and 50 per cent, the present tax

•which is quite an increase over the Under- 
wood tax of from 7*£ to 30 per cent. 
The present tax on quilts for bedspreads 
is 25 per cent and the new tax 40 per 
cent. 
The tax o.n cotton gloves ranges 


from 25 to 75 per cent as against the 
present rate of 35 per cent. 
There has 


been a slight reduction in the duty on cot- 
ton hose and-half hose, the new tax rang- 
ing from 30 per cent to 50 per cent, and 
the present tax being from 40 per cent to 
60 per cent. 
There are increases in the 


duties on linen cloth, and heavy increases 
in those on towels and napkins. 
Hair, 


safety, hat and other pins are raised from 
20 to 35 per cent. Duties have been 
greatly increased on table, kitchen and 
bread knives. Scissors and shears, which 
at present carry a tax of 30 per cent, will 
under the pending bill pay from 3% cents 
each and 45 per cent .to 20 cents each 
and 45 per cent. 
Sewing machines, 


which were untaxed under the Underwood 
law, are'now to be taxed from 15 to 30 
per cent. The tax on table and kitchen 
articles and utensils of glass is now from 
20 to 25 per cent: hereafter, if the bill 
goes through, it will be 55 per cent. Tlie 
new tax oil furniture of rattan, reed, wil- 
low or fiber will be 00 per cent; the pres- 
ent tax is 15 per cent. 
There is an in- 


crease in the tax of furniture of wood 
from 15 to 33 1-3 per cent. 
Even the 


children do not escape, as the tax on dolls 
and toys has been raised from 35 per cent 
to 75 per cent.

specimens, but they will show the charac- 
ter of the bill.

In all the above cases the taxes are 


levied directly on the home, on articles of 
common use. And there are many others 
like them. The tariff, instead of being a 
response to the protest against what is 
felt to be an exc-^sive cost of living, is 
a rebuke of that sentiment. It virtually 
says to the people that high taxes and in- 
flated prices are better for them, and that 
if they do not like it they can make the 
most of it. 
This we are inclined to le- 


lieve they will do within the short space 
of a few weeks, but if not then ceitainly 
after they have experienced its effects for 
a rear or so.

Did Rudyard Kipling libel the Ameri- 


can people "s part in the "World war in an 
interview which he is said to have given 
Clare Sheridan. English writer and sculp- 
tress, or did he not ? It is a question of 
international interest, occupying the at- 
tention of much of Europe and America. 
Mrs. 
Sheridan was asked to securrTthe in- 


terview for a New York paper, and in the 
publication of the interview Kipling was 
made to say many distasteful and iiritat- 
ing things about the United States. One 
of these was to the effect that America 
had all the gold in the world but had lost 
its soul. 
Another was 1hat the United 


States entered the war two yoar> too late 
and quit a year too soon. Still another 
was that the moral greatness of this coun- 
try commenced to elfHine with Hie end- 
ing of 1he Civil war. 


Mr. Kipling has denied that he gave-the 


interview. He has not. however, denied 
that what Mrs. Sheridan said he said was 
his real sentiment. 
There sterns to be a 


general belief that she has correctly quot- 
ed the poet and novelist, and that he is 
using an evasive method to deny her state- 
ments. Mrs. Sheridan has a high position 
socially and professionally, and her word 
will go a long ways with the people of 
both England and the United States. 
Mrs. 
Sheridan is .somewhere in Austria 


and her explanation is being eagerly 
sought. The affair has stirred up a rum- 
pus in Washington and New York, and 
members of congress and of the cabinet 
have gone .out of their way to reply to 
Kipling and to denounce him for his al- 
leged strictures.

CONSERVATION OF THE TONSILS 


A school principal out west proposes this text: 
Will you please send me information concern- 


ing the proper care of the throat with special ref- 
erence 
to keeping the tonsils from becoming dis- 


eased? 


Answering this in the lightning calculator fash- 


ion in order to keep up with my mail, I told the 
principal that the only care I could suggest was 
to leave '©m thoroly alone, and to strive to avoid 
the 
respiratory infections by1 keeping outside of 


the five foot barrage. 


'After I had mailed the answer a very strange 


and unaccustomed feeling came over me, a feel- 
ing that maybe the principal was a regular human 
being and deserved more compassion or something. 


So I decided to work it over into a sermon. 
Thinking it over leisurely, what is the popular 


belief about protection of the throat? 
That one 


with a, sere throat or afraid of sore throat should 
wear a rag, as it is conventionally called, around 
the neck, or some extra clothing. That, of course 
is a confession of faith in taking "cold" as 
the 


cause of sore throat, tonsillitis, diptheria and the 
like. All very well for old ladies in their dottage, 
but not properly discussed in a talk about conser- 
vation of the tonsils. 


Taking a stride forward, to about the antiseptic 


era, what is the successor? That one with sore 
throat or tonsillitis or infected or diseased tonsils 
should gargle till he is blue m the face and flat in 
the porketbook. with some antiseptic solution, on 
the schoolboy theory that the antiseptic will de- 
stroy or discourage the germs in the tonsils. All 
very well for the unsophisticated, but the scientif- 
ic fact is that no known antiseptic used as a gar- 
gle or any other way will destroy or 
discourage 


germs in the tonsils without dangerously injur- 
ing the throat: and the practical truth is, as any 
one with common sense should see, that antiseptics 
used in gargles do not accomplish what they pur- 
port to accomplish. 


Taking another skip and jump forward, 
this 


time well into the modern era, how about conser- 
vative treatment for enlarged, infected, diseased or 
mflamed tonsils? Here we may pause for some 
conservation about conservation of 
the 
tonsils. 


Topical 
or local applications of medicaments to 


the tonsils and their crypts, by the physician or 
sometimes by a mother with tart and adeptness, 
will overcome tonsil troubles which might other- 
wise progress to serious conditions amenable on- 
ly to radical surgery. X-ray or radium treatment 
is sufficient for some cases of enlarged, 
diseased 


or infected tonsils, but the total value of this, 
kind of treatment is still to be determined. -Mas- 
sage a§ often tried by the physician, sometimes 
by the patient as instructed by the physician, is a 
method of treatment which will suffice in some 
cas^s of retention of irritating masses in the ton- 
sil crypts or canals.

are being built by German mechanics, 
is, according to advices that have just 
reached this country, very near com- 
pletion.

is intended later to lay down 


larger and even more palatial airships 
for use on the service.

built for the accommodation of about 
500 people. 


A feature of them is to be a kind 


of promenade running along the giant 
hull. The sides will bo made of glass, 
but the overhead part will be open.
